I. OR the Garget on the Tongue or 
Throat, | 


This Diſcaſe cometh either of the Blood, or elfe of 
eating of Poyſonows Graſs, as Dogs-Bane, Gooſe-Foot ; 
or Hetmet Flowers, all which are very burtful or Poy- 
fonous.both to Beaſts and Swine — To Cure this, Firft 
blood them in the neck ; but if ſwoln, bloud them un- 
der the Jaws, againſt the Throat-Bowl ; Then pull forth 
the Tongue, and cut a Vein that lyeth under it two 
Inches long, length-way, to let out the corruption, 
and then waſhthe Tongue with Vineger,Salt and Burnt 
Allum, Then for the outſide that is ſwoln, ſlit the 
Hide four fingers broad cycry way, and put thercin a. 

ood handful of Spear-Graſs,. Salt and Buttet, and 
ſhech ſome of the hole up again: Then take a lamp 
of Blew Clay, the middle Green Bark of young Elders, 
a good handful of Salt, and boyl them all together in 
old Urine for a quarter of an hour or more; Then pat 
thereto a little reaſed Bacon, and boyl all together 
till they be thick like Pap. With this being hot, Bath 
the Beaſts face from the Ears downwards towards the 
lit three times a day. When the Swelling is abated 
Take Tar Sweet Butter and Bees Wax, and with this 
mixture anoynt the place, and it will heal preſently, 


Il. How to cure the Evil in Beaſts. 


This diſcaſe may be known, for that it takes the uſe 
of their Limbs from them : ſometimes it takes them in 
the Neck, and ſometimes in the Legs, and ſcmetimes in : 
bvch To Cure this diſtemper ; Take Roſemary,

Sage, Unſct-Hyſope, Woodbine Leaves, of eacha goud 
handful, and two handfuls of Bur-dock-leaves: Boyl 
all theſe together in a Gallon of Spring Water, till it 
Came to a Guart; in the liquor difſolye half a.pound of 
Roach Allum, and put it. intoa Pot well ſtopped to kecp 
3tfrom the dirt ; Give fix Spoonfulsof 'this to the Beaſt, 
three Spoonfuls in at each Noftril : Give: it: him thus' 
three times in a Day, till the liquor be ſpent, and it will 
r=<cover him. 


II. For the Speed in the binder Parts. 


- This Diſcaſc is incident only to Young Catcel between 
One and Three years old ; and it may well be called the 
Speed, for that it mendeth or endceth in Three days time 
— To Curc this, Give them Salt and White Wine blend- 
ed togcther, and if the Beaſt be well, Blood it in the 
Neck; if ſick, :in the Tale very-well. : Then caſt them, 
and tic their Feet, and ſlit a hole two Inches long in the, 
inſide of the hin Legs, abovethe hollow of the Gambrels, 
and makingroom with. your finger,put into thedlit ſome 
Spcargraſs,.Salt and Butter, Then give them Ruc,Sage,:

TV. For the Pantas. | 

This Difcaſe cometh by cating 'of foul ſower Graſs, 
or dry harſh Graſs in Summer; To -Cure this, Take a- 
Quart of half-churn'd Milk with. the Butter in it, then 
take a Garlick head, pcel it and bruiſe it ; a Pceniworth 
of filic Tar; good handfall of fine Feathers; Beat all- 


theſe together with a little-Soot. - Give this mixture to 
the Beaſt and it will recover in 24 hours, 


V. For the ſtinging of Addars and $ corpions, 
or the biting of « Hedge-Hog or Shrew.
